The  Capstone  of  Freedom 


T<E  right  to  vote,  to  have  a say,  to 
make  , one's  will  known  in  company 
with  freemen  everywhere,  will  be  open 
today  to  ever>'  regurtered  voter  on  muni- 
cipal rolls  in  the  (Jrealer  V’lctoria  area. 
It  is  a right  which  should  be  exercised 
without  fail.  It  is  at  the  ballot  box  that 
free  men  and  free  women  preserve  to 
themselves  the  most  fundamental  of 
democratic  rights.  Not  to  vole  is  to  let 
go  by  default  one  of  the  first  victories 
of  human  liberty,  and  progressively  each 
of  the  others  in  Its  train. 

In  Vkftoria  City.  Saanich,  Esqulmalt 
and  Oak  Bay  the  municipal  electors  will 
fare  a variety  of  ballot  papers  for  several 
purposes,  ^fore  the  entire  community, 
however,  will  be  much  the  same  funda- 
mental question,  how  best  to  meet  the 
many  and  complex  problems  of  growth 
inherent  In  the  swift  expansion  of  the 
whole  region  under  Increasing  pressures 


of  new  settlement.  Naturally,  minds  are 
divided  on  this  solution  or  on  that.  The 
choice  of  competing  personalities  is  a 
challenge  of  dramatic  interest.  There  is 
probably  no  voter,  however,  who  does  not 
understand  (hat  what  he.  or  she.  does 
today  must  have  its  effect  on  the  whole 
community  for  the  next  twelve  months. 

The  voters  are  in  essence  a trusted 
committee  of  the  public  which  has  the 
ta.sk  of  In.structing  those  in  public  office 
what  course  should  be  followed  in  the 
period  immediately  ahead.  In  the  Greater 
Victoria  area  there  is  gieater  need  of 
.progressive  action,  of  co-operation  and 
determined  planning  for  the  futiire  than 
ever  before.  There  Is  a very  bright  goal 
ahead  of  this  community  if  It  will  reach 
out  to  it  with  courage  and  with  faith. 
Every  citizen  should  think,  and  then  vote 
as  if  his  own  future  depended  on  it,  as  in 
the  long  run  inevitably  it  must. 


Ottawa  Looks  at  Food  Prices 


PRIME  MINISTER  DIEFENBAKER  S 
appointment  of  a royal  commission 
with  broad  powers  to  investigate  Cana- 
dian food  prices  .should  turn  up  the 
answers  to  many  of  the  questions  that 
are  being  asked  as  to  what  goes  on  in 
the  domestic  markets.  This  will  be  an 
inquiry  roving  from  one  side  of  the  coun- 
tr>’  to  the  other,  in  which  the  whole- 
salers and  distributors  apparently  will  be 
•‘on  the  spot."  for  the  purpose  is  to 
examine  the  size  and  causes  of  the  spi'ead 
between  what  the  producers  get  and  what 
the  consumers  have  to  pay  for  food. 

Since  it  is  food  prices  which,  are 
mainly  responsible  for  monthly  varia- 
tions in  the  cost-of-living  index,  a public 
examination  of  the  operations  of  the 
middle-men  should  help  to  clear  the  air. 
To  say  that  it  ha.s  become  necessarv'  is 
not  a reflection  on  them.  Many  consum- 
ers and  producers  are  prone  to  regard 
them  as  profiteers  simply  because  there 
is  a big  difference  between  prices  at  the 
two  ends  of  the  chain,  failing  to  take  into 
account  the  numerous  processes  required 
to  transport,  prepare  and  package  food 
for  the  home.  If  all  those  along  the  line 


stretching  from  the  farm  to  the  shopping 
bag  are  satisfied  that  their  share  of  the 
spread  is  fair  and  reasonable  they  should 
welcome  the  commission's  questions  as 
gladly  as  the  consumers. 

The  inquiry  is  of  special  interest  to 
householders  of  Victoria,  more  so  per- 
haps than  other  cities  not  separated  from 
main  sources  of  supply  by  a water  gap. 
Rightly  or  wrongly  there  is  widely-held 
belief  here  that  differences  between  Van- 
couver and  Victoria  retail  prices  for  the 
same  commodities  are  larger  than  can  ^ 
accounted  for  by  the  added  water  haul. 
The  commission  .should  be  able  to  clear 
up  that  point,  which  consumers  are  not 
in  a po.sition  to  investigate  fully  by  them- 
selves. It  is  an  inquirj’  which  has  been 
needed  for  a long  time  in  faimejw  to  all 
sides.  • 

To  indulge  in  conjecture  as  to  what 
the  federal  government  might  do  if  the 
commission  finds  the  spread  between  farm 
and  table  to  be  excessive  anywhere  would 
be  to  look  too  far  ahead.  It  seems  logical 
to  suppose,  however,  that  the  government 
has  not  taken  this  course  merelj?  for  the 
{Hjrpose  of  adding  Information  to  the  files. 


At  Personal  Risk 


IT  Is  a measure  of  the  magic  to  Euro- 
peans of  the  Eisenhower  name  that 
delight  has  greeted  the  announcement 
that  (he  US.  president  will  attend  the 
NATO  summit  conference  after  all.  Dis- 
quiet has  been  Increasingly  expressed  of 
late  across  the  line  with  the  president's 
handling  of  domestic  affairs  but  his  per- 
aonal  prestige  remains  large  in  the  NATO 
realm.  -That  is  a high  tribute  to  his 
character  and  to  his  known  sincerity  for 
peace. 

In  practical  terms  nothing  is  likely  to 
eventuate  at  the  conference  that  would 
not  happen  were  he  not  there.  Mr,  .John 
Foster  Dulles  is  the  ma.stermind  of 
American  foreign  policy  on  whom  the 
president  relies  and  he  will  be  the  chief 
operating  agenc>-  of  his  countr>’.  In  many 
European  eyes  thl.s  is  no  asset,  hut  the 

firesident’s  presence  .will  be  an  incalcu- 
ihle  offset.  Mr.  Elsenhower  will  create 
the  needed  climate  of  good  will  and  stimu- 
late hopes  that  the  NATO  alliance  ran  he 
refreshed  and  strengthened  at  a time 
when  new  faith  U greatly  required.  No 


Interpreting  the  IVews: 


one  knows  this  better  than  the  American 
president,  and  undoubtedly  it  is  this  factor 
that  has  induced  him  to  undertake  the 
personal  hazard  his  attendance  implies. 

Dispatches  from  Washington  dte  Mr. 
Elsenhower  as  being  in  ’‘e.xcelloni" 
ph>’sical  condition,  but  everyone  will  be 
aw-are  that  this  is  diplomatic  phrasing  to 
ease  prevailing  fears.  The  president  is 
recovering  from  a stroke  which,  fdllow- 
ing  on  his  two  previtjus  illnesses  of  recent 
date,  has  caused  grave  anxiety  In  the 
United  States.  His  doctors  prescribed  a 
period  of  rest  and  convalescence,  to  a 
degree  that  has  Induced  serious  specula- 
tion about  the  possible  devolution  of  his 
duties  to  the  vice-president.  Mr.  Eisen- 
hower is  by  no  means  a well  man. 

The  president  is  thas  putting  public 
weal  before  personal  welfare  in  arrang- 
ing to  go  to  Paris,  because  he  senses  the 
vital  nature  of  the  conference  and  what 
his  attendance  means  to  It.

We  would 
be  treated  even  worse  than  Vlrtorta  West  Is  at  the  present 
time  who  have  no  fire  department  in  ’.“at  area  and  very 
little  police  protection,  etc.
